Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Fort  Wayne  Grade  "A”  milk  to  handlers  subject 
to  the  Fort  Wayne  Milk  Order  during  March  1961,  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price 
of  $3o76  per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3o5X,,  A butterfat  differential  of  7 cents 
for  each  one- tenth  of  one  percent  that  individual  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5% 
standard  will  be  used.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a 4 cent  per  hundredweight 
marketing  service  deduction  and  authorized  hauling  charges.  The  computation  of  the 
minimum  blend  price  is  shown  on  page  5 and  the  class  prices  on  page  4.

DAIRY  SUPPORT  PRICE 


The  U.S.D.A.  has  announced  the  support  prices  for  the  remainder  of  1960-61, 
and  for  1961-62.  Prices  to  producers  for  milk  and  butterfat  will  be  supported  at 
$3.40  a hundredweight  of  manufacturing  milk  and  60.4  cents  a pound  of  butterfat. 

This  hundredweight  price  for  milk  is  not  supported  as  such,  but  by  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation's  buying  prices  per  pound  for  cheese,  nonfat  dry  milk,  and  butter.  The 
prices  for  these  produced  on  and  after  March  10,  1961,  will  be,  as  follows s

SUSPENSION  ORDER 


An  order  was  issued  by  the  Secretary  on  March  27,  1961,  effective  as  of 
April  1,  1961  suspending  § 932.51  (a)  (1)  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Order  for  the  months  of 
j,,|^tril  and  May  1961.  This  suspension  will  increase  the  amount  to  be  added  to  the 
"basic  formula  price  in  computing  the  Class  I price,  for  these  months,  from  75(f  to 
$1.15, 


FINAL  DECISION  ON  PROPOSED  AMENDMENTS  TO  ORDER  #32 

A final  decision  based  on  the  record  of  a public  hearing  held  in  Fort  Wayne 
on  August  2,  3 and  4,  I960,  and  on  exceptions  to  a recommended  decision  issued  March 
17,  1961,  (FR  26-55)  was  Issued  by  the  department  on  April  10,  1961.  A portion  of 
this  decision  would  increase  the  size  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Marketing  Area  to  Include 
nine  counties  in  the  northeastern  part  of  Indiana,  namely,  Allen,  Adams,  DeKalb, 
Lagrange,  Huntington,  Noble,  Steuben,  Wells  and  Whitley.
